Everlasting Lift Can Be Ttrrihlt 
The point is that if this quality 
of life is lacking in this world, 
the prospect of immortality is the 
most dismal that can be imag­ 
ined. A modern pessimistic poem 
ends with the thought that in our 
whole universe 
we find every­ 
thing contemptible,—there is noth­ 
ing to praise, not even ourselves. 
Suppose a person who has come 
down to that wretched conclusion 
goes on out through the curtain 
of death into the beyond,—facing 
the prospect of endless existence, 
still seeing nothing but the con­ 
temptible 
within 
and 
without? 
What worse hell could be needed 
than that? So in the New Testa­ 
ment, immortality, as such, the 
mere prospect of personal survi 
val after death,—is never held out 
as something to be desired in 
itself. Eternal life, life thai en­ 
dures beyond death, is desirable 
only when the person who look: 
forward to it already possesses 
eternal Ufa, as a changed and 
new life. To put it another way; 
Only those who have been born 
again can be happy in looking 
forward 
to 
their 
’‘birthday 
in 
heaven.” A corpse lying in the 
baggage car does not look for­ 
ward to the train’s arrival at its 


destination; only the living may 
have that pleasure. The corpse 
exists; the passengers live. So the 
Christian thought of Life—beyond 
Is not “We shall exist” but rather 


“ W e s h a l l l i v e . ” 


Christ Lives Again 
Perhaps Christians believe in 
•tarnal life, in the sense of this 
on-going through “death” of this 
present eternal life, less because 
of arguments than because of 
some inner certainty, some whis­ 
per of God within the heart rather 
than 
.nme 
argument 
of logic 
knocking at the brain. Still, if 
one can speak of arguments, there 
are two which specially appeal to 
Christians in all ages. One is that 
Christ lived, and lives, again. The 
first Christians 
told 
the world 
about a risen Christ. It is true 
they spoke of Christ crucified; but 
a crucitix does not express the 
whole 
Christian 
message. 
The 
dominant note of the New Testa­ 
ment is not death but life. Paul 
appeals to the 
resurrection of 
Christ in this famous chapter of 
his letter to the Corinthians. If 
that story is not true, he says, 
we are simply back where we 
were, the whole Christian faith is 
pure delusion. Every once in a 
while, and in our times more than 
twice in a while, people will try 
to tell us that the resurrection of 
Christ is a story you can “take 
or leave, that you can cut off the 
gospels with the burial of Jesus, 
and still be a Christian. No, if 
that were so Christ would be no 
more than another dead dreamer. 
The resurrection sheds a brilliant 
light on everything that went be­ 
fore it and everything that comes 
after it 


Const Lives in Me 
The other argument which lies 
at the heart of the Christian’s 
faith in a “life everlasting" which 
is worth looking forward to, is 
based 
on 
personal 
experience. 
“Christ lives in me” was the testi­ 
mony of Paul first, and it echoes 
from the hearts of Christians ever 
since. When a man honestly thinks 
himself over, and asks, “What 
have I done, what am I, that God 
should trouble himself about me 
any longer? What right have I 
to expect, much less to demand, 
life everlasting?” his answer will 
be a melancholy “Nothing.” Life 
that has no present sheen or 
strength of eternity about it or in 
it, has outlived itself in less than 
three score years and ten. But 
if there is anything in a man that 
Christ has touched, it there is 
anything in a man that warrants 
saying, “Christ lives here,” then 
he will dare and rejoice to say 
Christ, “We shall live,”

We Shall Live 


Lesson for April IO, 1955

ings in the New Testament. 
One meaning refers to life beyond 
death. And yet this meaning is 
never applied to all hum an beings, 
It is either taken for granted or 
taught outright in the New Testa­ 
ment that ail per-

to do with a quality of life itself, 
here and now, in this world, this 
side of what we call death. 


Everlasting Life Can Be Terrible 
The point is that if this quality 
of life is lacking in this world, 
the prospect of im m ortality is the 
most dism al that can be imag­ 
ined. A modem pessimistic poem 
ends with the thought that in our 
whole 
universe 
we 
And every­ 
thing contemptible,—there is noth­ 
ing to praise, not even ourselves. 
Suppose a person who has come 
down to that wretched conclusion 
goes on out through the curtain 
of death into the beyond,—facing 
the prospect of endless existence, 
still seeing nothing but the con­ 
temptible 
within 
and 
without? 
What worse hell could be needed 
than that? So in the New Testa­ 
ment, immortality, as such, the 
m ere prospect of personal survi­ 
val after death,—is never held out 
as something to be desired in 
itself. Eternal life, life that en­ 
dures beyond death, is desirable 
only when the person who looks 
forward to it already possesses 
eternal life, as a changed and 
new life. To put it another way: 
Only those who have been born 
again can be happy in looking 
forward 
to 
their 
‘‘birthday 
in 
heaven.” A corpse lying in the 
baggage car does not look for­ 
ward to the train's arrival at its 


destination; only the living may 
have that pleasure. The corps* 
exists; the passengers live. So the 
Christian thought of Life—beyond 
is not 'We shall exist” but rather 
•‘We shall live.” 


Christ Lives Again 
Perhaps Christians believe in 
eternal life, in the sense of this 
on-going through ‘ death” of this 
present eternal life, less because 
of 
arguments 
than 
because of 
tom e inner certainty, some whis­ 
per of God within the heart rather 
than 
some 
argum ent 
of 
logic 
knocking at the brain. Still, 
if 
one can speak of argum ents, there 
are two which specially appeal to 
Christians in all ages. One is that 
Christ lived, and lives, again. The 
first 
Christians 
told 
the 
world 
about a risen Christ. It is true 
they spoke of Christ crucified; but 
a crucifix does not express the 
whole 
Christian 
message. 
The 
dominant note of the New Testa­ 
ment is not death but life. Paul 
appeals 
to 
the 
resurrection of 
Christ in this famous chapter of 
his letter to the Corinthians. If 
that story is not true, he says, 
we are simply back where we 
were, the whole Christian faith is 
pure delusion. Every once in a 
while, and in our tim es more than 
twice in a while, people will try 
to tell us that the resurrection of 
Christ is a story you can “take 
or leave, that you can cut off the 
gospels with the burial of Jesus, 
and still be a Christian 
No, if 
that were so Christ would be no 
more than another dead dream er. 
The resurrection sheds a brilliant 
light on everything that went be­ 
fore it and everything that comes 
after it. 


Christ Lives in Me 
The other argum ent which lies 
at the heart of the Christian’s 
faith in a “life everlasting” which 
is worth looking forward to, is 
based 
on 
personal 
experience. 
“Christ lives in m e” was the testi­ 
mony of Paul first, and it echoes 
from the hearts of Christians ever 
since. When a man honestly thinks 
himself over, and asks, 
'What 
have I done, what am I, that God 
should trouble himself about me 
any longer? What right have I 
to expect, much less to demand, 
life everlasting?” his answer will 
be a melancholy “Nothing ” Life 
that has no present 
sheen or 
strength of eternity about it or in 
it, has outlived itself in less than 
three score years and ten. But 
if there is anything in a man that 
Christ has touched, if there is 
anything in a man that warrants 
saying, “Christ lives here,” then 
he will dare anc! rejoice to say 
Christ, “We shall live.”

REGULATION CAN PRODUCE STAGNATION 
At the consumer level of operation, natural gas sellers 
are regulated by the states, as are the other public utili­ 
ties. The natural gras pipe lines are in interstate commerce 
and are subject to regulation by the federal government. 
Until a few months ago, production of the gas at the 
wellhead itself — which is in no sense a public utility 
operation— was not regulated. Then a Supreme Court de­ 
cision, in the long-standing Phillips Case, held that exist­ 
ing law empowers the Federal Power Commission to reg­ 
ulate these producers. Soon thereafter three projected 
long-distance gas transmission lines, which were to be: 
built from Louisiana and Texas to the Midwest, were| 
either cancelled or indefinitely postponed. 
An official of a leading oil company* has explained why j 
this happened. The backers of the transmission lines 
feared that a gas shortage may be in the making. And the 
reasons for that are evident. Searching for gas and oil is j 
an exceedingly risky operation — only one out of nine; 
wildcat wells is successful. It is also exceedingly competi­ 
tive, in that thousands of independent oil and gas pro­ 
ducers are looking for leases from property-owners in 
promising areas. Then, if success does follow, and the 
well turns out to be worthwhile, the gas must be sold in 
competition with all the other producers in the region. 
There are no protected markets — and there is no such 
thing as a level cost of production in the industry. 
Under these conditions, regulation of gas at the well­ 
head cannot help but discourage production— and thus 
undermine the interests of the consumer along with all 
others concerned. Fortunately, there is strong sentiment 
in Congress now for changing the law and making it con­ 
form with the evident facts. If that is done, we will con­ 
tinue to have plenty of gas, and the interest of the con­ 
sumer will be served.

TWO WAYS TO GET ELECTRIC POWER 
During the last IO years sales of electricity doubled in 
this country. They are expected to double once more by 
1965, because of population growth, improved living stand­ 
ards, and industrial advances requiring large amounts of 
power. 
There are two ways in which all this additional elec­ 
tricity can be provided. 
One is by government power development — that is, 
through socialization. It would necessitate the spending 
of tens of billions of dollars of the taxpayers’ money for 
compulsory capital investment, thus adding to the deficits 
and preventing possible cuts in taxes. And, inasmuch as 
government power plants either pay nothing in taxes or 
comparatively small sums in lieu of taxes, the taxes of all 
the rest of us would be higher because of this. 
The other way is to encourage regulated private enter­ 
prise to go ahead with all needed power developments — 
which it is IOO per cent capable of doing. In that case, 
the billions for capital investment will come voluntarily 
from private savings, not from the public treasury. Great 
new taxable assets will be created, to the benefit of e v e ry ­ 
one— the utilities now pay about 23 per cent of their 
total revenues in taxes. And the power will be sold with­ 
out discrimination to all who want it, at publicly-regulated 
rates. 
Electricity from a socialized plant does the same work 
as electricity from a private enterprise system. Bu* 
there’s the difference of night and day in the cost of the 
two to the taxpayers — and, more important, in the 
philosophy of government back of them. 


Direct Loans 


Offer Advantages 


Bank Terms Usually 
Mean Lower Interest 


Farmers who borrow money to 
purchase new machinery should 
first consider the advantages of a 
direct loan. 
Interest on a direct loan may 
be lower because bankers usually 
charge simple interest—that is, 
after the farmer's first payment 
on the loan’s principal, interest 
is charged only on the remainder. 
But, 
on 
contracts, 
interest 
is 
sometimes figured in advance and 
added to the whole principal of 
the loan—thus, the farmer also 
pays “interest on his interest.” 
Such interest figured in advance 
may make total interest much 
higher. On a $1,200 loan to be paid 
back in 12 monthly installments 
at 6 per cent, the total simple in­ 
terest payment would be $39. But 
if interest is charged in advance 
and added to the principal, the 
total is nearly twice as much— 
$72. 
Another direct loan advantage is 
that the farmer may be in a 
stronger bargaining position if he 


One of the advantages of a 
direct loan when buying ma­ 
chinery is the fact that having 
cash In hand makes it easier to 
do business—may even some­ 
times help get equipment at a 
lower price. 


comes to the machinery dealer 
with his financing all worked out. 
He can then bargain with cash in 
hand even though he borrows from 
a bank. 
It’s also an advantage to get a 


machinery loan from the same 
place a farmer gets his other pro­ 
duction credit. If he gets all his 
non-real estate credit from one 
lender, he will be able to keep 
a close eye on the type and size 
of such debts.

Predict Dairy Outlook 
Better for 1955 
There will still be dairy sur­ 
pluses in 1955—but the gap be­ 
tween milk production and use 
promises to be the smallest since 
1952, predicts a University of Min­ 
nesota professor of agricultural 
economics. 
Dr. E. Fred Koller says 1954 
milk production will total 124 bil­ 
lion pounds and use was about 
119 billion pounds. This left a gap 
of about five billion pounds of milk 
the government bought in butter, 
cheese and milk powder. This is a 
billion pounds less than in 1953. 
1955 milk production is 
esti­ 
mated at 124 to 125 billion pounds 
and use at 121 billion pounds—a 
possible gap of three or four bil­ 
lion pounds, much lower than in 
recent years. 
An indication of adjustment is 
that U. S. fall milk production was 
about the same as the previous 
year. In the first half of 1954, pro­ 
duction was much larger than in 
first half 1953. U. S. butter pro­ 
duction in the week ending De­ 
cember 30, 1954, was 19 per cent 
below a year ago. 
There were also adjustments on 
the use side. Americans were us­ 
ing 8 to 9 per cent more butter in 
the first IO months of 1954 as they 
did in the same period of 1953.
